doned. This, too; is significant as indicating that the Canadian people are,

hand or Facsism on the other hand but that they are still firm believers

in the ideals and methods of a free democracy. 


But, while thus revealing a degree of confidence in the existing order, 
and a belief. that necessary reforms can be brought about to correct the 
evils and remove. the abuses which have developed like barnacles upon it, 
there can be little doubt but that the minds of the Canadian people are 
firmly fixed upon achieving those very necessary reforms and to do so with- 
out loss of time. -That is to say, the violators of proper, honest busi- 
ness ethics and methods will be brought to book, made to observe and live 

up to honest and fair-dealing methods, or forced out of business altogether.

‘as I knew I could do this without 
;anyone knowing who the party was. 
| I did not.want Mr. Magark to 
j know he was being watched or it

1 could do this without anyone know- 
ing that the machine was bein 
watched except the party I enga 
and myself, 

This party was engaged in the 
evening of the August meeting after 
the Council meeting. I promised him 
I would not say anything to anyone 
else and that he and I would be the 
only ones involved in it, so he said 
he would do the best he could to find 
out who was going to thresh for Mr. 
Magark and watch same and advise 
me, 

I was quite sure that I could rely 
on Mr. Magark telling me but as the 
Council wished to keep a close watch 
on him I did so without taking any 
chances as to the machine threshing 
his crop without me knowing and 
advising’ Mr, Green in due course. . 

The party came to me on the night 
of September 6th and said the ma- 
|chine was on Mr. F. Green’s place 
ion the N.W. 20-45-11, 4th, and he 
| said he did not know which way they 
were. going from there and he also 
said I would have to keep track of 
same from there on: as he would not 
care to be responsible any longer. 

I had been to the N.W. corner of | 
21 which was Mr. Magark’s land be- 
fore this date, but did not see any 
machine so came home. 
| On Saturday, September 8th, I 
'went to the N.W. % of 21, and see- 
‘ing no machine there I came home. 
On Sunday I went around that way 
again, seeing the machine on B. 
Rudd’s I stopped there and asked 
Mr. Rudd how long it would take to 
finish threshing him, He said they 
/should finish some time Tuesday. On 
|Tuesday, September llth, I drove 
north from home, went past to Cul- 
lum’s, asked there where the mach- 
ine had gone as it did not finish Mr. 
| Rudd’s field before leaving on ac- 
‘count of the grain being too tough.
